SPLENDID SPECTACLE OF 
VERY HANDSOME COSTUMES 


Displayed Again in 


the Yankee Tourist. 


Flora Zabelle and Helen Hale Wear Gowns of Unusual 


Richness and Beauty—Susie 


Forrester Outshines the others 


of the Cast Because of the Quantity of Material Exhibited.

OTHING is lacking in 'e way of hand 
some costumes in A Yankee Tourist, 
the new Savage production at the As 
tor Theatre. Flora Zabelle and Helen 
Hale, in particular wear some chic 

new frocks. Soon after the curtain went up 
on the first act, Miss Hale made her appearance, 
clad all in red, a bright but still soft tone, due 
possibly to the material used, which was the 
daintiest French chiffon cloth. It was built a 
la Empire, and was braided in gold soutasche 
around the bottom of the medium short ekirt, 
up the front and around the bodice, forming a 
high Empire girdle, falling very full over silk 
the same shade—decollete with ae mere puff for 
the sleeve portion. With it she wore a picture 
hat of red chiffon trimmed with a cluster of red 
plumes falling over the turnel side and long 
ties fastened under the chin. Her slippers were 
red satin with gold heels. Miss Hale is a dainty 
little graceful blonde and she made a sweet, 
pretty and refreshing picture. 

In the second act her gown was an all-over 
Irish lace princess, made over light green silk. 
There was a deep lace bertha and an Empire 
sash of the green tone in ribbon with the slip- 
pers and stockings matching; a lingerie hat witb 
choux and long ties cf green, a corsage bouquet 
of white roses and green foliage. 

She was a trained Red Cross rurse in the last 
act, but she wore a stage version of the regu- 
lation nurse’s garb, as will be noticed, for the 
dress was of pale blue liberty satin with short 
sleeves, lace yoke and the sma'lest, daintiest 
lace apron imaginable, a tiny white cap and 
white slippers. 

Flora Zabelle looked amartly Cressed upon her 
first appearance in a white cloth suit with short 
plaited skirt trimmed with stitched bands of the 
material, a hip-length coat also trimmed with 
the cloth bands and plaits stifched flat, short 
kimono sleeves. Underneath the coat a white 
lace blouse was visible with a touch of black 
at the throat; her hat was a flat straw with 
the crown covered with a mass o. yellow roses 
and a cluster of brown roses cu the front and 
white low shoes. 

She looked strikingly handsone in the second 
act in a gray silk viole en train with many bands 
of gray silk and tiny ruffies of the fabric encir- 
cling the skirt at the bottom, a wide silk girdle, 
the bodice of lace the same tone ,made surplice 
fashion, leaving a V front and txck, the sleeves 
a cape effect of the lace. An artistic effect was 
gained by the large picture hat she wore with 
the gray gown. It was all in one tone of wine 
color, with a big cluster of plumes for the trim- 
ming. 

She looked equally as well in the next act in 
a short dress of lemon colored pine cloth with 
a narrow satin stripe, the waist outlined by a 
girdle of the dress material, and with this dress 
she wore another marvel of a chapeau. It was 
a large Delft blue velvet, topped off by many 
rich plumes of the same color. In the final act 
she was in the nurse’s costume of blue and 
white, she and Miss Hale being dressed exactly 
alike for this act. The blue was equally becom- 
ing to blonde and brunette; tiey are both ex- 
tremely attractive women. 

Susie Forrester Cawthorne quite outshone the 
other women of the cast for tle reason there 
was so much more of her on which to display 
woman’s finery. She was spleniidly gotten up, 
too, for the heavy comedienre, though they 
called her Fluffy Ruffies. The dress was a prin- 
cess skirt of gold-colored silk, cross-barred with 
brown and plaited very full. Above was a short 
bolero jacket of bright green taffeta edged with 
white pearl trimming, a small gold cloth hat 
with yellow feathers at the side and jet orna- 
ments, long green gloves, a green plaid parasol 
and gold purse. She wore the same costume all 
evenine, but it was well worth repeating. 

The girls of the chorus looked well in their 
gray uniforms with capes lined with red, gray 
slouch hats and red boots, and in the khaki uni- 
forms with a touch of blue. The pretty color 
scheme of some in two shades of violet, others 
in two tones of yellow, and still others in red, 
white and green, were attractive: but especially 
pleasing were they as Greek boys and girls in 
national all-white costumes. 

While the scenes of The Alaskan are in the 
country indicated by the title, and the men for 
the most part wear the dress o? the Alaskan mi- 
ner, and the girls the picturesque Esquimo dress 
with the coats and caps of brown and white fur, 
top boots, brown stockings and knickerbockers, 
yet there was a stranded theatrical company 
which came upon the scenes with the show 
girls out there in the wilds in evening dresses 
of green spangled net, and Arlee Easton, the 
heiress, an eastern girl, played by Agnes Cain 
Brown. and her chaperon. Mrs. Good-Better- 
Best (Anne Adair), were both in stylish modern 
costumes. 


Miss Brown, a tiny brunette, wore first a sim- 
ple pretty dress of light blue voile, a short 
plaited skirt trimmed with motifs of yellow 
lace, a short pony coat worn over a lace blouse 
also embellished with yellow ince and having 
blue silk ties to fasten the coat, kimona sleeves, 
yellow shoes, long yellow gloves and white chip 
hat trimmed with loops of blue ribbon in front 
and a wreath of pink and white roses with black 
leaves. 


Her only change was to a girlish evening gown 
of fluffy white chiffon cloth; the short gathered 
skirt had a wide band of reui lace inset with

changed twice a week, and sometimes nightly, 
yet no one complained of hard work. 

After a time, I became manager of the Mu- 
seum, Colonel Wood having sold out to Mr. 
Fuller, and there I remained until the great 
fire of 1871 burned us all out of house, home 
and theatre. One of the incidents to which I 
look back with pleasure was the benefit we 
gave the united companies of Chicago theatres— 
in Crosby’s Opera House, for the benefit of 
the charitable fund of Rev. Dr. Houghton, of 
the Little Church Around the Corner, in New 
York City. It will be remembered by some, 
that when George Holland died, a New York 
clergyman refused Joseph Jefferson and others 
the privilege of permitting the burial of the 
well-known actor from his church. The rector 
feferred the mourning friends to a little 
church around the corner, where the clergyman 
was not so particular as. himself. This church 
was presided over by Dr. Houghton, and he 
proved to be a man worthy of his position. 
Mr. Holland was buried from his church and 
the rector and his church became famous. All 
over the country actors showed how profoundly 
they felt this incident. There were many Hol- 


land benefits—that is, for the actor's family— 
and I wrote to Dr. Houghton, asking him how 
he stood as regarded ‘unds for the poor of his 
parish. He replied that his flock was not 
rich in this world’s goods, and that his salary 
was not sufficient to allow him to aid the 
needy according to his wishes. With the aid 


of the entire membership of the theatrical and 
newspaper professions in Chicago, we en- 
gineered to a successful conclusion, a _ benefit 
for Dr. Hioughton’s fund. Everybody joined in 
the work and the benefit was a great success. 
The receipts were over two thousand dollars, 
and there were no expenses, unless we count 
the hire of one carriage which conveyed two of 
the performers from the theatre where they 
were playing to the opera house, they being 
obliged to make up in their own dressing 
rooms.

The sketch is in one act except that the 
stage is darkened for a few moments to indi- 
cate a lapse of five hours. The locale is Green- 
wich, Conn. Time-——-the present. David Durand, 
a banker, and his wife Katherine are spending 
the evening in the library of their handsomely 
furnished home with all the indications of 
wealth and luxury. Durand answers a tele- 
phone call—explains to his wife that he must 
leave for town to see a friend who has ar- 
rived by train and who will leave on a morn- 
ing steamer; then there is the hasty call for 
his carriage and the excited departure, after 
loving embraces and the promise to return soon, 
with the apology for leaving—that it is a mat- 
ter of business. No sooner has the husband 
left the house than a man enters unannounced 
which rattles the wife more especially ax she 
recognizes him to be John Rideout, her former 
husband, whom sbe supposed dead. He calls 
her ‘‘Kitty,’’ familiarly, and in a debonnaire 
manner suggests that she is enjoying the luxu- 
ries of life unlawfully, and also, judging from 
a photograph, that she has a small son but 
when she discredits his surmises, he replies no 
matter it all amounts to the same thing, as 
he is there for a compromise. He claims, how- 
ever, that he still cares for her and suggests 
that she belongs to him and that they rup 
away. She scorns and upbraids him for de- 
serting her soon after their wedding, and by a 
false report making her believe he was killed 
in a railway wreck. Exacting a promise from 
her that she will have a large sum of money 
ready for him at four o'clock the next day, 
he leaves by the window.

George Ade's new play, Artie, at the Stude- 
taker, The Red Mill at The Grand, and The 
Girl Question at the La Salle, are some of 
the notable iInceptions of the past week that 
are coming along strong. 

The air is charged with an eager anticipa- 
tion over the outcome of a number of interest- 
ing events that have been announced. The An- 
<djiterium, Chicago's largest theatre, seating 
4.) people, three times the capacity of any 
other theatre in the city, will witness the 
launching of the Girl Rangers. Rumor is rife 
about this piece and it is sometimes whispered 
that it will put on the most stupendous ensem- 
ble ever presented on a Chicago stage for any 
continued run. It 's a new comedy with music 
and # chorus, and out of Manager Lederer’s 
experience in triumphs gained in former years 
at the New York Casino, great results are pre- 
dicted. Following the conclusion of the run of 
the Girl Rangers, the long threatened war in 
vaudeville between Klaw & Erlanger and Kohl

expected.

Artie is a 
sophisticated city youth who occupies himself 
with seeing that there is always something do 
ing. He is said to be a “‘cross between a door 
mat and an office boy"’ and for this fate he 
retaliates on the world with slang that is fresh 
and tricks that are novel. Lawrence Wheat 
plays the leading role. Mr. Wheat will be re 
membered as Stubby Talmadge in The College 
Widow, and the same breezy boyishness that 
characterized him there finds full play in the 
role of Artie. He is glib and pert but never 
impertinent, and the difference between Artie 
at the Woodworkers’ ball and Artie on duty at 
the office in the Rookery is interesting charac 
ter study. The daring and effervescent slang 
which was a distinguishing mark of the Artie 
in the book on which the play was founded. has 
been somewhat curbed. Yet that peculiar, care 
less limpidity of speech which made the fables 
in slang famous, has quite free play and inas 
much as William Dean Howells and some of 
the eminently wise critics have declared the 
fables in slang to be a real contribution to 
literature, theatregoers may attend Artie for 
educational purposes. One of the features of 
the play that always elicits pleasurable com- 
ment is Artie’s meeting with Mamie at the 
Woodworkers’ ball, where with “‘hall-room boy” 
intrigue, he leads her to think he is somebody 
with umpty millions, later revealing who he 
really is and doing it with discretion and with- 
ont embarrassment. 


Iinle Norcross is just the sort of staid, sen- 
sible chap with whom a boy of Artie’s type 
would chum, and therefore, he is a satisfactory 
Roscoe Miller. Joseph Brennan presents a 
clearly drawn portrait of a curt, shrewd man of 
business in Janson Burleigh. Joseph M. Sparks 
is well in place as Mr. Carroll, the genial father 
of Mamie, and Miss Beaudet justifies the state 
ment that ‘‘mother is the loud noise in the 
Carroli family." William Harrigan, a son of 
Ned Harrigan, presents a nimble-witted, good 
hearted young Irishman in Jimmy Larkin, who 
is running for alderman. The part of Mamie 
is taken in a winsome and attractive way by 
Miss Stowe. Meritorious staging has been done 
by George Marion, who has staged other Ade 
Ee and knows how to work out the author's 
deas.

MAY NOT BE REBUILT 


Tilyou Hangs Out the “To Let” Sign 


Mardi Gras Plans are Nearing Completion--Frederic Thompson 
has Fire-proofing Plan--Thompson Scenic Railways Invade 
Europe--Miller Bros. and Cartoonist Davenport Join Forces 


By HARRY BONNELL. 


UCH has been told, pro and con, in 
these columrs about the likelihood of 
Steeplechase Park being rebuilt, and 
with the very best intentions I have 
led the readers of The Billboard to 
believe that the opening of next season would 
find a new and greater amusement resort erected 
on the site of George C. Tilyou’s former tri- 
umphs. The latest development in this famous 
fun maker’s plans, however, is such as to indi- 
cate that there is some doubt regarding the 
resurrection of the popular frolic factory. 

This feeling of incredulity is occasioned by a 
sign which adorns the fence near the Surf ave- 
nue entrance to the park, and which bears the 
following inscription: ‘“‘This property, or any 
part of it, to lease for a term of years.’’ In- 
quiries at the Tilyou office elicited the informa- 
tion that the sign was of no particular sig- 
nificance, except that the owner of the property 
would be willing to step aside for a desirable 
tenant who might be willing to make it worth 
his while financially to de so. 

A Mr. Lee, who is a Tilyou first lieutenant, 
went on record for saying that Steeplechase 
would in all probability be rebuilt by next spring 
and of material that would make the resort as 
near fire proof as possible. Naturally the public 
hereabouts will watch the Tilyoy building move- 
meuts with a great deal of curiosity and inter- 
est, and it is a pretty safe conjecture that the 
property will continue to be deyoted to amuse- 
ment purposes, even though some one else takes 
a hand at the promoting game. 


MARDI GRAS PLANS 


At the time this letter was written the mod- 
erately respectable sum of $17,500 had been sub- 
scribed to the fund that is being raised to de- 
fray the expenses of the fall festival and Mard} 
Gras carnival that is to open here on September 
16, and continue for five days. The committee 
in charge of the financial part of the affair is 
counting upon a total of $25,000, and it is confi- 
dently expected that the latter sum will be in 
land long before the opening date. 

So far the top contributors are Luna Park, 
Dreamland and Louis Stauch, each with $1,000 
to their credit. The concern mostly benefited by 
the celebration is the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, which will carry the enormous crowds 
of people to and from Coney, and $2,000 is re- 
garded as a very modest contribution for so 
great a beneficiary. ‘The railroad company is 
still to be heard from, but the Carnival Asso- 
ciation’s finance committee seem to feel no doubt 
about a generous response at the proper time. 

A number of lesser note contributors are still 
to be heard from, and when the committee has 
completed its canvass, the full amount figured 
on will very likely have found its way into 
the hands of the Association’s treasury.

In former years there has been much trouble 
resulting from the abusive use of ticklers and 
confetti, and this fall the authorities propox<e to 
guard against any dangerous or disagr «able 
practices by the rowdy element that is caicu- 
lated to contribute to the discomfort of respec- 
table and law-abiding visitors.

A FIRE PROOF PLAN 

Since the disastrous conflagration at Coney Is- 
land, the question of constructing non-combusti- 
ble buildings has been discussed by the fire au- 
thorities, and every building owner and conces- 
sionaire on the Island. Every fire at Coney Is- 
land has resulted in improving the condition, 
and reducing the inflammable material that has 
hitherto been employed in construction. The 
fact that the Brooklyn fire authorities have sug- 
gested that Coney Island be Included in the city 
fire limits, is in a great measure responsible for 
the general interest that is being manifested in 
fire-proof structures. 

Frederic Thompson, proprietor of Luna Tark, 
is the prime instigator in the movement. Mr. 
Thompson is himself an architect and building 
expert; and In his original plans for Luna Park 
he employed his fire-proof ideas as near as pos 
sible. In this connection it may be stated that 
galvanized fron, to the extent of 1,100,000 square 
feet was utilized in Luna's construction. 

“Durability and fire-proofing are the first laws 
of construction,’’ said Mr. Thomps n, ‘but the 
amusement-going public demand constant change, 
even in the architectural lines of out-door amuse- 


ment buildings, the same as they do in the 
ever changing scenic investiture of the stage. 
and so the pictorial environment of open-air 


amusement places must meet the varying ideas 
of a fickle public; but nevertheless I claim that 
such buildings can be rendered fire-proof, and I 
have demonstrated this fact. 

“The idea of concrete construction: that is to 
say, sand and gravel, mixed with cement and 
water, is no doubt as near fire-proof as can 
be practicably employed in building. The cost, 
however, of such material renders ite general 
use, particularly in the building of parks, well 
nigh impossible 

- I were rebuilding the burnt district of 
Coney Island, I would use fire-proof methods 
as near a8 possible consistent with the ever- 
changing demands of the public.« My plan 1s 
identically the same as emploved in building 
Luna Park, namely, each building constructed 
in compartments with fire-proof walls, so that 
a blaze will be confined to the wall limits.” 

On the basic principle of concrete construction, 
Mr. Thompson has evolved the idea of sand fire 
walls: that is to say, the outward walls of the 
buildings composed in part of sand, from four 
to five inches in thickness, the interior wall of 
galvanized tron: air tubes to be employed to pre- 
vent sand blasts 

“In case of fire starting In either wall.”’ sald 
Mr. Thompson, ‘the sand will entirely smother 
eT at least subdue the flames. The falling of 
the sand on the burning inside wall will in a 
great measure reduce its inflammable nature, and 
if the onter galvanized wall becomes heated, the 


sand will assist materially in subverting the 
temperature,

CHAS. STOW. CIRCUS WRITER. 


By CHARLES H. DAY. 


The title, ‘‘Cireus Writer,’’ adopted by the 
circus managers who first employed literary 
representatives, best applies to Chas. Stow, who 
died at Whitestone, N. Y., Aug. 16. Mr. Stow 
was always reticent about his affairs and dur- 
ing his circus career, avoided any personal pub. 
licity. He was twice married. His father 
was an Erie County, Pa., judge and the son 
was expected to follow in the father’s foot- 
steps in a career at the bar. Col. Dan Rice, 
the famous circus clown, was the most promi- 
nent citizen of Girard and occupied a palatial 
residence. Rice evidently influenced Stow more 
than Blackstone and having the literary gift 
the embryo attorney occupied the editorial 
chair of the Colonel’s newspaper, The Cosmo- 
polite, and as a matter of course, wrote bills 
and puffs for the jester of national repute. 

While some press agents, through personal 
magnetism and diplomacy might have been able 
to accomplish more than Chas. Stow, there was 
not during his long career, one who wrote more 
effectively and with less effort. His fingles. 
rhymes and block verse, was telling, and embel 
lished his couriers and pamphlets giving them a 
pleasing variety. 

Mr. Stow, was never by his consent, men 
tioned as a director of publications or press 
agent. His private card always read, ‘‘Chas. 
Stow, Editor.’’ 

Mr. Stow possessed oratorieal gifts and par- 
ticipated in political campaigns and was anite 
as strenuous in his way as Roosevelt of Wash 
ington. He wrote and delivered a lecture tn 
verse, entitled The Cussednese of Inaminate 
Things. The circus writer had views sabont 
himself and others and expressed them freely 
hecanse he had a superb opinion of his own 
unquestioned ability and believed in himself. 
He once calmly remarked in the office of a show 
printing honse, In the presence of several scribes 
of established reputations: 

“tr. Durant and T are the only cirens writ- 
ers In the business.’’ The silence that ensued 


was felt with both hands by some of the lit- 
erary lights of the arena and that wretch, Bill 
Durant, smiled his approval, while Dr. Reiley, 
at the desk, was dumfounded. 

Some of the best work from Stow’s pencil 
was in behalf of the two shows of the Sells 
Brothers. He was in no way hampered and 
wrote and prepared all kinds of copy with per- 
fect freedom of action. The writer was always 
at his best when having his own way. 

Peter Sells was himself, a first-class writer 
and advertiser, and equal to any of the scribes 
in peace or war; moreover, the junior member 
of the firm was a comrade as well as an em- 
ployer. 

The elder brothers were appreciative although 
Lewis was free to confess that he never could 
suggest anything and that he could readily find 
fault; but be could find none with Chas. Stow. 

Jas. A. Bailey had a high opinion of Stow as 
a writer, and held Durant in like esteem, but 
Bailey and Stow both had red in the hair, and 
at times there was friction when the flint and 
steel came together. 

One summer Stow and Charles Sivals, rep- 
resenting different shows, met in St. Louis, 
where they discovered that a variety theatre 
was in the market for a mere song. They 
bought out the place as a speculation, with no 
idea of holding it, but Jas. A. Bailey called 
Stow down, and informed him ‘‘No agent of 
the Barnum & Bailey & Hutchinson Shows was 
permitted to engage in private business.’’ 

Regardless of consequences, Stow exploded, 
and informed Mr. Bailey that he would engage 
in any sort of business that he saw fit, that 
what he did with his money was his own af- 
fair and B. B. & H., individually and collective- 
ly, could ‘‘go to."’ 


“A split in the party’’ followed, Bailey and 
Stow both being too stubborn to relent. Bailey 
was in a dilemma. He was short handed for 
a writer. He invited Fred Lawrence to bear 
a hand; Lawrence declined, then was proffered 
a season’s engagement, and, as a matter of 
principle, refused to fill Stow’s place. 


Ready circus writers have always been few 
in number, and few arena scribes of caliber to 
suit the exacting Jas. A. Bailey. The men with 
red in the hirsutes got together again to flare 
up at the first friction. 


As contractors for newspaper space, Damon 
and Pythias, the only two on earth, Stow and 
Durant differed in policy. Stew believed in a 
spirit of liberality in dealing with the press, 
at the same time not submitting to extortion. 
Durant, on the other hand, took a fiendish de- 
light in making a grinding contract that left 
the publisher in no way well disposed towards 
the show. 

Chas. Stow’s policy of equity proved a win- 
ner. Often in a collision of opposition with a 
rival show, he would turn over his contracting 
to one of the ‘other press mea and go to the 
front and hustle all along the line in the interest 
of the Barnum Show to be welcomed and boost- 
ed in every newspaper office. 

Stow was peculiar in the desire to not be 
known as being connected with a circus and had 
strange ideas in regard to his personal stature. 
On his visit to San Francisco, en route to Aus- 
tralia, in advance of the Sells Brothers’ Shows, 
he was accompanied by his bride, the second 
Mrs. Stow. As if possessed of a dual person- 
ality. he said to the associate editor of Music 
and Drama, ‘“‘Please do not mention my mar- 
riage in your columns, for yo. know that I am 
not in the profession.’’ Chas. Stow himself to 
the contrary, was very largely in the profession, 
and an honor to it. 

While Mr. Stow, the individual, depreciated 
any publicity as to bis connection with the cir- 
ens, he wrote with actual enthusiasm and his 
pen shed the flowers of a rich tmagination. 
The writer controlled a wonderful vocabulary 
and every line was a lure to follow to the cul- 
minating climax of adjectives and amazing al- 
literations. 

Stow must have been inspired in his youth by 
the night told tales rehearsed in | the winter 
quarters of the beloved Dan Rice's Show at 
Girard. even thongh he attempted to keep his 
identification with the circus a secret. 

Stow’s assertiveness, aggressiveness and tre- 
mendous self esteem expressed ttself in his pre- 
duction, in New York, of a play from his pen. 
The verdict was unfavorable, but in spite of 
the ecrities and the frank opinions of two true 
friends, he avowed that it was as good as any- 
thing that Shakespeare ever wrote and declared 
that he had been sacrificed by Barnum. Bailey 
and Hutchinson in a conspiracy to retain his 
services, He not only sald it but believed It, 
and in consequence there was another break and 
“split in the party.’ 

In the passing away of Charles Stow, circus 
writer, another one of the members of the old 
guard has joined the majority, leaving but few 
behind to sound the praises of a member, who 
all in all, was a good fellow and a master at 
his calling.

DEATH OF CHARLES STOW 


The Well-Known Press Writer and Circus 
Agent. 


The death of Charles Stow, which occurred 

at Whitestone, Long Island, on August 16, took 
from the show world ene of the most brilliant 
and notable men,’’ thus writes Louis E. Cooke, 
who for years was closely associated with Mr. 
Stow, and is, perhaps, as able to speak of his 
personal characteristics as anyone in the pro- 
fession, of which Charley Stow was a shining 
light. Continuing his eulogy of the friend so 
well known to all his associates, Mr. Cooke 
says: 
“Charley Stow was a man of most remark- 
able talent, a veritable genius and a writer of 
wonderful power, whose descriptive paragraphs 
were songs in both prose and poetry. Of all 
the bill writers I have known, few could 
equal and certainly none excel his fluent flow 
of language which would often cover a column 
of argument in a single line, and he could 
pile words upon words, in such a comprehen- 
sive manner, as to make the reader pause in 
admiration. To use one of his own trite 
lines he was a literary genius, towering like 
a Colossus among his fellows. A perfect sea 
of thought whose waves of inspiration seemed 
to have touched every shore, and he was ca- 
pable of handling almost any subject that was 
laid before him. 

“As a paragraph writer Charley Stow stood 
second to no one, and in all truthfulness it 
must be said that nearly all the wise prov- 
erbs which were supposed to emanate from the 
fertile brain of the late P. T. Barnum, really 
came from the prolific pen of Charley Stow, 
and he was particularly happy in this vein of 
thought. Sentimental, and confiding to the 
highest degree, his ideals were always lofty 
and as sympathetic as a woman’s, and his ut- 
terances full of wisdom and power. 

“Yet with all these sterling qualities, rare 
genius and extraordinary ability, poor Charley 
was a victim to himself, and while he was 
able to moralize with his pen, and paint the 
most glowing pictures of strength and char- 
acter, he often appeared utterly unable to live 
up to the high standard which he knew so well 
how to declaim, and in later years he fre- 
quently jeopardized his position by certain in- 
discretions, which caused his best friends to 
marvel at his weakness. 


“His early career as a journalist is well 
known, and he first came into prominence in 
the circus world as editor of the Cosmopolitan, 
a weekly newspaper published by the then fa- 
mous clown Dan Rice, at Girard, Pa. It was 
during this period that he attracted the atten- 
tion of many of the prominent showmen of 
that time, and he was frequently employed to 
‘write up their paper,’ and prepare their press 
matter, while attending to his other duties as 
an editor, paragrapher and correspondent. 

“This introduction into the circus realm nat- 
urally lead to a more intimate connection with 
the calling and he afterwards filled prominent 
positions with nearly all the leading shows that 
have come and gone, during the last half of a 
century. He has written and revised the Life 
of P. T. Barnum (written by himself), a half 
dozen times or more, and he could turn off an 
epic poem on any subject, while sitting on a 
baggage truck, at a way station waiting for a 
train. I have seen him do it. 

“During his eventful career he tried his hand 
at play writing, and produced one or two of 
his own creations, but without financial suc- 
cess. Yet he was always hopeful and as late 
as last winter he threw off some of his best 
efforts, but it was very evident that age and 
disease were getting the mastery of him and 
I know that a multitude of friends will mourn 
his departure from the field in which he was 
a master of the King’s English.’’

FAMOUS CIRCUS PERFORMER 
DEAD. 


At the home of Gil. Robinson, her son-in-law, 
in Jersey City, N. J., Madame Agnes Lake, in 
her day one of the best known circus women 
in the country, died Aug. 21, aged 85 years. 
Mme. Lake, whose maiden name was Katter- 
horn, was born in Cincinnati where several of 
her relatives still reside. In her youth she was 
famous as a bare-back rider and slack-wire per- 
former and made a reuptation which was world 
wide in her profession. She married Wm. Lake 
who was at one time a partner of Uncle John 
Robinson in the Robinson & Lake Circus. When 
her husband died she conducted a circus of her 
own with James A. Bailey, later the millionaire 
owner of the Barnum & Bailey Circus, as her 
manager. She leaves an estate valued at $40,- 
000.

HE drowsy hum of insects in the 

field, a maturer tinge on grass blade, 

and tree leaf, the coming of fall flow- 

ers, the ripening of the apple, ex- 

panses of country shorn of golden 
grain, stretches of corn fields tasselled out and 
heavy with the harvest an agin expression on 
the face of nature, and ccol, refreshing nights 
after the hottest days—these are not the only 
evidences of the near demise of the summer and 
the coming of autumnal days. In Philadelphia 
these two events are merked by the closing 
of the summer parks and the re-opening of the 
theatres. 

Next Monday—Lahor Day—will witness the 
final obsequies of the park season at most of 
our local parks. Willow Grove closes on Labor 
Day. Woodside and some of the other parks 
will run a week later. But in a few days at 
the most every place cf summer amusement in 
and about Philadelphia will be closed. No more 
in 1907 the delightful music of the concert 
band, the hich, clear notes of the soloist; the 
rippling laughter and gay chatter of tens of 
thousands; all the parks will be deserted. 

The only sounds to be heard will be the songs 
of summer birds not yet flown southward, the 
crooning of the autumn breeze among the tree 
tops and the converse of the workmen who keep 
these modern paradises in proper order during 
the interim, but all the parks will receive due 
attention during the fall and winter, their en- 
terprising managers being busily engaged in 
preparing for another secson. Meanwhile the 
theatres of Philadelphia, like morning glories 
under the kiss of the rosy dawn, are opening 
one by one, and before October’s golden reign 
begins, all will be open. 

The theatres now open include Keith's, 
Chestnut Street Opera House, the two vaudeville 
houses, which were open all summer; the Tro- 
eadero, Bijou and the Lyceum, the three bur- 
lesque houses which rar stock all summer; 
Blaney’s, Forepaugh’s, National, Standard, Peo- 
ples’ the Eleventh Street Opera House, Ninth 
& Arch Museum, Park, Casino, Girard, and 
Gayety Theatres. 

CHESTNUT STREET OPERA HOUSE. 


Another excellent bill was presented at the 
Chestnut Street Opera House last week, dem- 
onstrating once more the liberal policy of the 
management in providiag for its patrons. Prob- 
ably the most sensetional feature was Miss 
aua Fuller, the wonderful dancer. In her act 
many novel effects, including a diversity of 
coloring and lighting were introduced and this. 
combined with the graccfulness of the dancer, 
made her act, entitled La Sorciere, one of the 
best of its kind ever presented in America. 

The rising of the curtain disclosed Miss Fuiler 
on a pedestal in an attractive attitude, while 
iridescent wings depended from her shoulders, 
these being operated by Miss Fuller with start- 
ling rapidity. A gauze curtain invisible, but of 
such a texture as to permit the reproduction 
of stereopticon pictures hung in front of the 
stage, and as the dance progressed various pic- 
tures were shown, including a forest, meadows, 
sea waves, flights of butterflies, and a snew 
storm. The act closed with Miss Fuller stand- 
ing upon a dais from which arose waves that 
seemed, by the arrangement of lights, trans- 
formed into masses of fire. 

J. Francis Dooley, in his comedy werk was 
exceedi zly clever. He was assisted by Miss 
Corinne Sales and Queenie Lauers, two pretty 
girls, who sang and danced. 

George Day, the black-face comedian, intro- 
duced a great deal of bright original stuff in 
his monologue and sang several new songs. 

Hickey & Nelson, Knock-about acrobats, were 
very clever, and the Okabi Japs did truly won- 
derful work. Among the other clever enter- 
tainers who appeared on the excellent bill were 
Burton & Brookes in a sketch, entitled The 
Limit; Ab Ling Soo, the magician; The Fay 
Sisters, vocalists, and The Lubakans, in a very 
clever acrobatic act, and new moving pictures, 
completed the excellent bill. 


KEITH’S THEATRE. 


Last week another bill of top liners was pre- 
sented at Keith’s. Such excellent bills are pre- 
sented at this popular house that it is some- 
times difficult te distinguish any one act as 
entitled to rank as the topmost of the top 
liners. However, an act which created as much 
genuine amusement as anrthing else on the bill 
was that of Valerie Bergere & Co., who ap- 
peared in a new cne-act play by Roy Fair- 
child, entitled Jimmy’s Experiment. Miss Ber- 
gere is a prime favorite with audiences at the 
million dollar playhouse, and the ovation accord- 
ed her last week demonstrated the fact that 
she has lost none of her popularity with this 
clientele. She essayed the role of a slangy, 
up-to-date athletic girl, who discovers that a 
strong young man is a handy creature to have 
around in a crisis. Miss Bergere was well sup- 
ported by Edward Dano and Charlotte Lambert. 

The reception accorded the beautiful novelty 
entitled, A Night With The Poets, demonstrated 
the fact that vaudeville audiences are being 
educated up to enjoying features hitherto re- 
stricted to the lecture and lyceum courses. The 
stage setting was beautiful, representing the 
library of a book-worm, seated at a table. Jas. 
Reeves, a reader and writer of note, gave reci- 
tations of James Whitcomt Riley's ballads, in- 
eluding That Old Sweethcevrt Of Mine and Good- 
bye Jim, and accompanied by illustrations in the 
shape of living pictures. A male quartet was 
introduced, one of them a fine pianist, and all 
in all the piece was cne of the most artistic 
novelties of the present season. 

Cameron & Flanagan presented a great nov- 
elty in their act, On anc Off, introducing at 
the finish a dressing-room on the stage, which 
must have been a. revelation to theatregoers 
who have never been behind the scenes. Among 
the other numbers on the excellent bill provided 
were The Melani Trio, Erropean street singers 
and musicians; Sears, the wonderful English 


illusionist; LeRoy and Woodford, sidewalk con- 
versationalists; Juno Sulmo, the Devil Dandy, a 
remarkable contortionist; Elsie Boehm, the 
charming Viennese baritone vocalist; Carson 
and W'‘llard, German parcaists and comedians, 
and the Four Casting Dunbars, a quartet of 
the best acrobats before the public. 


STANDARD THEATRE. 


The attraction at the Standard Theatre last 
week was William Mortimer’s powerful play, 
No Mother To Guide Her. The week opened 
with a capacity house, end the business was 
good during the entire week. The plot of this 
play deals with the life of a young orphan 
girl who has to make ber fight for an honorable 
existence alone and una‘ded. It is a strong 
part, but it is splendidly developed by Miss 
Mortimer. Ed. J. LeSaint and Mattie Choate 
headed the cast. Jack Reagan, the new come- 
dian, made his first xppearance in the leading 
comedy role and made a hit. All the members 
of the company contributed excellent support. 


GIRARD THEATRE. 


The opening attraction at the Girard Theatre, 
which began its season last week, was the 
pleasing melodrama, entitled Since Nellie Went 
Away. This play was written by Owen Davis 
alias John Oliver, Harvard °93, and those who 
saw the play open its initial engagement pres- 
sentation at the Girard declared that Mr. Davis 
has succeeded in writing one of the successful 
plays of the season of 1907-08. 

The scenic effects sre magnificent, particularly 
the scene at the end of the third act, entitled 
A Storm At Sea. The howling tempest, the 
angry waves, and the shipwreck, were depicted 
with rare excellence, x1d when the life savers 
used the breeches buoy, the excitement reached 
almost a hysterical pitch. The twelye scenes 
were all very effective.

Seabright’s 
nephew is stopping at the same hotel and is 
pursuing the girl he loves with ardent atten- 
tion. Fearing some one will marry her for 
money as she is an heiress, she has changed 
places with her maid. The maid in turn is 
obliged to endure the inane blandishments of 
an English lord who thinks she is the possessor 
of great wealth. All of which leads to various 
complications and humerous situations, itnclud- 
ing the arrest of the frolicsome Seabright, who 
has difficulty in establishing his identity as he 
has by supplying the nephew with muct-needed 
cash made him loyal to keeping up the pretense 
but alas, the heiress is discovered in the last 
act to be his niece in time to save the day and 
bring about explanations all around and the 
desired joyous conclusion. 

Two eccentric characters, that of Wayland 
Clingstone, a ministerial-looking, reformed rake 
who still delights in an occasional song and 
dance (cleverly interpreted by Robert Peytop 
Carter) and his sister Arabella Clingstone, @ 
spinster, not adverse to matrimony, was made 
ridiculous by Mrs. E. A. Eberle. Instead of 
The Lady From Lane's, Thomas Wise in reality 
has the star part. He is the center around 
which everything in the piece continually re- 
volves. He succeeds in being highly amusing 
to his auditors even when he attempts two song 
numbers, the best of which is My Old Rocking 
Chair, in which be bas the assistance of a wel- 
drilled chorus. Truly Shattuck helps out a 
rather meagre part with an abundance of per- 
sonal charm, exuberance and she looks very 
handsome in some stunning new gowns. Rated 
accoréing to vocal attainment, the honors un- 
mistakably belong to Ida Hawley. She sings 
with wonderful clarity of tone, musical abandon 
and refined expression. You, Just You, with 
chorus, was charmingly rendered. 

Walter Percival had the burden of the sclo 
humbers to carry which he did very effectively. 
Georgie Lawrence as the maid, looked sweet 
and winsome, and was particularly happy in 
her first song, That Really Was A Lovely Place 
For Me. As Seabright’s nephew, Percy Bron- 
son and Barrows were well hiked in their ec- 
filled adequately, likewise William Barrows, 
as Buttons, was refreshingly natural in his ex- 
pression of boyish enthusiasm. Carter, Bron- 
son and Barrows were well liked in their ec- 
centric song and dance, I Never Do It Now. 

One of the very best bits of acting of the 
evening was Lionel Walsh’s burlesque character- 
ization of an EngHsh lord. He brought a hearty 
laugh and a “‘ripping’’ good hand at every ap- 
pearance.

The story of the farce is something like this: 
Sir Guy DeVere is a very modern young man 
who boasts a proud and ancient lineage. His 
family goes back to Peter the Hermit—queer 
as that may sound—and its chronicles resound 
with the clash of swords and glisten with the 
splendor of armor. He occupies the baronial 
quarters at Beechwood Towers—a castle that 
has been in the family for centuries—but its 
storied halls and galleries have no allurements 
for him. He prefers modern improvements and 
he chases the ueeting hours with enjeyments 
that are of the unmistakable 20th century 
brand. His cousin, Lady Eggington, to whom 
he is supposed to be engaged is of a vastly dif- 
ferent disposition and temperament. She is 
rampantly romantic. She revels in the gloomy 
corners of the towers and finds untold joy in 
reading of the knightly exploits of the DeVeres. 
She tries vainly to interest Sir Guy in these 
matters. He would sooner sit in at a game of 
poker or go to a roof garden than bother his 
head abeut his dead and dusty ancestors. Lady 
Rowena finds a willing listener to her romantic 
ravings in one Sir Brian Ballymore who is a 
genial adventurer, living by his wits. Isaac 
Isaacson, who is rich, is anxious to capture Sir 
Guy for his daughter. He enters into a bargain 
with Sir Brian and a convenient clergyman to 
promote this purpose, thus engendering a cer- 
tain jealousy of Sir Brian in the amiable and 
otherwise indifferent Sir Guy. Things are in 
this state at the Towers when Sir Guy takes 
hold and endeavors to effect a cure of it by 
means of hot punches. The punches put him 
to sleep and waft him back 710 years to the 
days of Peter the Hermit. 

He is set down in the midst of the novels, 
nuns, knights, jesters, etc. of mediaeval times 
in his Tuxedo suit and in this incongruous guise 
is appealed to by Lady Rowena, who is now 
a mother superior of nuns, to save her and her 
cloistered associates from a clamorous§ and 
threatening knight of the immediate neigh- 
borhood who is at the gate of the castle ready 
to carry them off by force. Sir Guy is in 
pretty much the same position with his c-eam 
ancestors as the Yankee was at the Court of 
King Arthur. He misses all the modern lux- 
uries and improvements to which he has been 
accustomed. After a touching appeal from Ro- 
wena and moving prayers by Peter the Hermit, 
Sir Guy is prevailed upon to buckle on the 
original DeVere’s armor and sally forth as Ro- 
wena’s defender and champion. There is a lot 
of fun in this situation which ends in a com- 
plete victory for Sir Guy. A little later all 
hands return to the present, where Sir Guy's 
love affairs are straightened out, Sir Brian is 
unmasked and the pretty girls and other guests 
at Beechwood Towers complete their allotted 
tasks in the comedy satisfactorily. 

As the amiable Englishman, Mr. Wilson, 
found a wide field for all the tricks and ca- 
pers which are so individual and so amusing. 
The play is filled with the humorous situations 
which he always craves as an opportunity for 
that peculiarly laughable Wilson = treatment. 
The new leading woman, Pauline Frederick, 
was pretty and capable in the part of an Eng- 
lish gentlewoman, Edna Bruna, Clarence Handy- 
sides, Campbell Callan and George Irving made 
the most possible of their respective parts. The 
production is handsomely staged. 

An extract from The Times review follows: 

“By a peculiar coincidence, When Knights 
Were Bold, containing practically the same 
basic idea was produced in London at about the 
same time that American audiences were seeing 
The Road to Yesterday. In both plays the com- 
plications of the plot result from the fact that 
a group of moderns suddenly find themselves 
transported to mediaeval times. Mr. Marlowe, 
however, has worked the idea out along purely 
farcical lines, and he is a little more successful 
than the American playwrights in respect to 


the fact that, his principal figure maintains 
his original identity throughout the new ex- 
periences. As a result, the confusion is two-
